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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The limitations "independently" (see claims 1,10,23,31) and "discrete" (see claim 17) require further search 
and/or consideration. Also in response to applicant's argument that Hella does not teach the limitations of claim 29, the recitation 
"computer executable instructions that when executed direct a printing device to:" has not been given patentable weight because the 
recitation occurs in the preamble. A preamble is generally not accorded any patentable weight where it merely recites the purpose of a 
process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body of the claim does not depend on the preamble for completeness but, 
instead, the process steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) 
and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951). Also, Hella teaches a configuration register that drives as the 
h-bridge as either a motor drive circuit (fig. 1:B1) or as a component switch (Fig. 1:B2). The limitation "in the event thaf is broad in that 
no specific type of event has been claimed. Therefore there is nothing in applicant's claim language that precludes the examiner from 
reading Hella as meeting the claimed limitations.. 
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
